THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the —Town of Loudon in the 
County of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Loudon on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. ‘To choose all necessary ‘Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make ap- 
propriations of the same. 


3. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,500 for Old Age Assistance. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $200 for town poor. 


5. ‘To see if the Town will vote to allow 2% discount on 
all property taxes paid within thirty days after presentation 
of tax bill. 


6. ‘To see if the Town will vote to instruct the tax col- 
lector to collect a fine of twenty cents on all poll taxes un- 
paid on September 1. 


7. ‘To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Municipal 
Budget Act. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to build a State Aid 
Bridge on Academy Brook at the Twin Bridge site at an 
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estimated cost to the Town of $3,500.00, the State to con- 
tribute approximately $7,000.00. 


10. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate $1,000.00 for the construction of Twin Bridges and 
instruct the Selectmen to bond the ‘Town for the balance of 
~the construction. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Road 
Agent to use a portion of the road appropriation, under the 
supervision of the Selectmen, to construct a Road Equip- 
ment shed, providing such portion of road appropriation 
as seems available. 


12. ‘To see if the Town will vote to have State Auditors. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to reopen and main- 
tain road leading from Philip Pister residence to ‘Thomas 
Dean property; providing Mr. Dean enters into contract 
with the ‘Town to construct a bridge and resurface said road. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town Road 
Aid for the construction of class 5 roads and raise and 
appropriate the sum of $431.12, the State to contribute 
four times that amount. | 


15. To transact any other business that may come before 
said meeting.

THE COVER 





Our cover is a composite picture of the war effort of our 
people on the home front and on the battle front. It is 
well for us to remember that both are important, that the 
one can never be successful without the other. As our war 
effort goes into another year of battle, many of our farm 
boys are becoming impatient to join the armed forces and 
discouraged with the help they are giving by remaining 
on the farm. We hope this picture will remind them that 
food is a weapon of war—that without it no war can be 
won, and no peace maintained. The fight they wage may 


be without glory, but it is not without honor. 


REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Loudon: 


In the 1943 Town Report we are again reporting to the 
people of Loudon on the management of their ‘Town. We 
have tried to manage the Town’s affairs to give the best 
value for your tax dollar. If you have any suggestions for 
better government, we welcome them now as we have in 
the past. 


General Government 

We are suggesting an increase of $25.00 in the Tax Col- 
lector’s salary for a total of $200.00 per year. The last ses- 
sion of our State Legislature passed an act requiring the 
newly elected Collector to take charge of all collections due 
on previous years’ tax warrants. The new poll tax law will 
require additional work. The $25.00 increase will pay for 
these added duties. 


Protection of Persons and Property 


The duties of Fire Chief are now performed by J. W. 
Robinson. He and his volunteer helpers have done a 
capable job in answering calls, improving equipment, and 
giving the property owners help in times of emergency. 


Highways and Bridges 

Maintenance of town roads cost $2,555.65 of the $4,000.00 
appropriation. There are several reasons for this saving: 
good management on the part of the Road Agent, inability 
to hire laborers to work on the road, purchase of the motor 
grader, and the use of Gas Money and T.R.A. funds. 

Your selectmen allocated $1,550.00 of Gas Money to be 
used with the T.R.A. money. This joint fund, less a $60.62 
refunded of unexpended: money from the State, was used to 
improve town roads under the supervision of Mr. Hodgins 
and Mr. Miner of Div. 6. River Hill was graveled and 
tarred; gravel was spread on 314 miles of road; labor and

tar costs were paid for tarring the Cate Road, Loudon 
Center Road, and the stretch from Pearl’s Corner to the 
Twin Bridges on the Loudon Ridge Road. The State 
furnished a steam shovel; the ‘Town paying operating costs 
alone; our motor grader was used and 2,392 yards of road 
material were spread. ‘The use of this money materially 
reduced cost of ‘Town Maintenance and gave us many 
more miles of improved road than could otherwise have 
been built. 


Public Welfare 

The cost of Town Poor was $169.34 in 1943 as com- 
pared to $3,523.60 in 1939, a reduction of $3,354.26. How- 
ever, the cost of Old Age Assistance has increased from 
$892.28 in 1939 to $2,203.09 in 1943, an advance of $1,- 
310.81. Our pride in this saving of taxpayers’ money has 
been tempered by the knowledge that we are now enjoy- 
ing the prosperity of war-time conditions and must some 
day face the inevitable post-war depression. 


Schools 

The School Board has drawn $11,675.72 during our fiscal 
year. Although this sum is in excess of their 1943 appro- 
priation they have operated within their budget. ‘Their 
fiscal year ends June 30 of each year, while our books are 
closed on January 31. On January 31, 1943 we owed them 
a balance of the 1942 appropriation of $6,715.97; on Jan- 
uary 31, 1944 this balance has been reduced to $4,479.38. 
Their cash balance will show a corresponding increase. 


Tax Rate 


The $2.90 tax rate was a pleasant surprise to all of us. 
Because of an unusually large cash balance of $6,715.97 at 
the beginning of 1943, we were able to make this rate re- 
duction possible. In 1944 this cash balance has been re- 
duced to $2,691.07. Therefore the 1944 rate must be some- 
what higher. We also hope to raise $1,000.00 for partial 
payment of construction of the Twin Bridges. It is under- 
stood that the Town’s share of this project will be $3,500.00, 
the State to contribute approximately $7,000.00. The bal- 
ance of the $3,500.00 may be raised by bonding the Town.

We Look Into the Future 


It is easy now for your Selectmen to manage the affairs 
of your ‘Town. Because of the war our farms and our people 
are prosperous. Everyone capable of work can find em- 
ployment with a resulting decrease in relief costs. As the 
cost of living, income taxes, and sales taxes have increased, 
we have endeavored to give you some relief in your prop- 
erty tax. 


But we must remember that the inevitable post-war period 
of depression will surely come. As each of us as individuals 
should try to put his own financial house in order, so your 
Selectmen should try to improve the roads through use of 
Gas Money and T.R.A., reduce the Town’s debt, and 
operate within the Budget on a sound cash basis. If this 
can be done, we can face the future with confidence.

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REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the year ending January 31st the Fire Department 
was called out twenty-four times. Five calls were out of 
town, two for forest fires and three for buildings. The town 
calls were for thirteen chimneys, three brush, one grass, 
and two brooder house fires. 


During the year we have increased the efficiency of the 
department in many ways. A siren is now mounted on the 
station operated by a control panel whereby the location 
of the call can be signaled. Five hundred feet more of hose 
has been placed in service also Siamese connections making 
it possible to use two nozzles from one hose line or connect 
two lines into one for more pressure. A foamite extinguish- 
er is in service for use against oil and gasoline fires. A 
powerful spotlight has been mounted on the truck for 
lighting roofs and such places. The pack pumps are now 
filled with a non-freeze solution for use in freezing weather. 
A cement floor has been laid in the station and the driveway 
to the street tarred. 


Instigated by the Ladies’ Auxiliary a bill was passed by 
the legislature making it legal for the women to join the 
regular ranks of the department and receive the insurance 
coverage thereby. The Auxiliary presented the department 
with an alarm box which has been placed on Main street. 
This is an exceptionally fine addition making it possible 
for anyone to sound an alarm without knowing the location 
of the station or the necessary procedure there. 


Fortunately we have experienced no serious fires this 
year and we hope that the coming year will prove likewise.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Loudon: 


The Selectmen have suggested that the School Board 
furnish a report of its financial condition so that the tax- 
payers might not get the erroneous impression that last 
year’s budget had been exceeded by several thousand 
dollars. 


Payments by Town 
The Selectmen’s report shows that payments to the 
School District dropped from $10,997.00 in 1941 to $9,323.10 
in 1942, and then suddenly increased to $11,675.72 in the 
past year. | 


Explanation 

The difficulty in making an examination of the payments 
lies in the fact that the school year always lags five months 
behind the Town year, with the fiscal year ending on 
June 30, instead of January 31. Accordingly, payments 
to the schools are thrown into two town years, and are not 
evenly distributed between them. 

An overpayment of $912.70 made it possible to reduce 
the 1942-43 budget below the $10,115.97 asked in March 
1942, and close the year with a balance of $1,697.67. This 
in turn enabled the School Board to request the substan- 
tially lower budget figure of $9,179.38 for the 1943-44 year. 

From July 1942 to January 31, 1943, the School District 
required only $3,400, largely because of the $912.70 over- 
payment, and consequently the town had to pay $6,715.97 
from February - June 1943 in order to complete the ap- 
propriation due the schools of $10,115.97 on their 1942-43 
year. This large payment, of course, would be included in 
the town year of 1943-44. 


Other Factors 
Various other factors influence the fluctuation between 
years, with the State Aid fund being most important. If 
the check is received in December it eliminates asking the 
Selectmen for $1,000-2,000 in January, making that town 
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year so much smaller, and the next year from February- 
June larger. A study of the last three years shows this 
fluctuation: 


(1) In 1941-42 check received January 15, 1942—Town 
paid schools from July 1 to January 31—$5,300. 

(2) In 1942-43 check received December 29, 1942—Paid 
$3,400. 

(3) In 1943-44 check received January 25, 1944—Paid 
$4,700. 


Another factor is the Concord tuition bill, which gen- 
erally comes due in November, before State Aid check. In 
year 1942-43, this was not paid until January 19, 1943, after 
the State Aid check—thus transferring $1,228.94 from the 
Town 1942 year to 1943. 


Conclusion 

It has been shown that the amount paid the School Dis- 
trict during the Town fiscal year varies according to the 
factors mentioned above, and that the financial condition 
of the schools cannot be judged in this way. 

By examining the school reports, however, it will be 
noted that the School Board has kept within its budget, and 
has been able to end each year with a substantial balance. 
As of January 31, 1944, the Treasurer shows a balance ex- 
ceeding that of a year ago by $2,148.28. This would indi- 
cate that the Selectmen will have to pay a much smaller 
amount in the ensuing town year. 


1944 School Budget 

Last year the budget was reduced from $10,115.97 to 
$9,179.38. It had been hoped that this improvement would 
be continued for the 1944-45 year, but instead $9,318.35 
must be raised to meet the School Board’s budget. This was 
caused by the recent raising of the Pittsfield High School 
tuition rate from $85 to $100, and forced the addition of 
$295 to the budget which had already been assembled.
